When 
massed  in  beds  or  large  clumps,  the  best  effect  is  obtained.  Double  and  Single  sorts,  when  planted  together  in 
clumps  among  the  shrubs  or  perennials,  give  a  longer  season  of  bloom  than  if  either  were  planted  alone.  For  best 
effect,  when  planted  in  small  clumps,  the  bulbs  should  be  set  four  inches  deep  and  four  inches  apart,  but  in  large 
beds  or  borders  a  distance  of  five  or  six  inches  between  the  bulbs  can  be  allowed.
